tary circles had concerned themselved a 
bit more with foreign. policy. 


Therefore, how. the Peace of Ver- 
aailles, in. view of this perfectly clear 


b¢| state of affairs, could have been founded 


upon Germany's guilt in having caused 
the World War, would seem an insolu- 
ble riddle if it were not possible to 
trace the tremendous effect of a new 
war weapon—viz.: the political propa- 
ganda of England against Germany— 
planned on a large scale and applied 
with audacity and unscrup 1 I 
cannot bring myself.to dismiss this 
propaganda by branding it with catch- 
words such as “a piece of rascality,” 
&c., since it constitutes an achievement 
which, in spite of its repugnant nature, 
cannot be ignored; it did us more harm 
than the arms in the hands of our op- 
ponents. : : 


To us Germans, such an instrument of 
insincerity, distortion and hypocrisy is 
not pleasing; it is something that is in- 
compatible with the German character; 
we try to convince our opponents with 
the weapon of truth as well as with 
other weapons. -But war is a cruel thing 
and what matters in it is to win; after 
all, to fire heavy. guns at civilized be- 
ings is not a pleasant matter, nor to 
bombard beautiful old towns, yet this 
had to be done by both sides in the war. 

Moreover, we could not have developed 
a propaganda on a large scale like 
that of our enemies during the war for 
the very reason that they had no foes 
in their rear, whereas we were sur- 
rounded. In addition, most Germans 
have not the gift to fit a scheme of 
propaganda to the different nationali- 
ties of the nations upon which it is 
supposed. to work. But, just as the 
English. were more than our match with 
that terrible weapon of theirs, the tank, 
against -which we could bring nothing 
of. equal efficiency, 58° also’ were they 
superior to us with their very effective 
weapon of propaganda. 

And this weapon still continues its 
work and we are compelled still to de- 
fend ourselves against it over and: over 
again. For. there can be no doubt that 
the unjust Peace of Versailles could not 
have been founded upon Germany’s war 
guilt unless propaganda had previously 
accomplipished its task and, partly with 
the support of German pacifists, in- 
stilled into the brains of 100,000,000 
human beifigs the belief in Germany’s 
guilt, so that the unjust Peace of Ver- 
sailles seemed to many justified. 

Hopes for Versailles Reaction. 

Meanwhile, things have changed, the 
barriers between nations have fallen 
and gradually they are awakening. to 
the realization of how their confidence 
was imposed upon. - The reaction * will 
be crushing to the makers of the Ver- 
sailles peace, but helpful to Gremany.

DO not care what my foes say about 
me. I do not recognize them as my 
judges. -When I see how the same 
people ‘-who exaggeratedly spread 
incense before me in othet days are 
now vilifying. me, the most that I can 
feel is pity.. The bitter things that I 
hear about myself from home disappoint. 
me. God is my witness that I have al- 
ways wished what was best for.my 
country’ and my people, and I believed 
that every German had recognized and 
appreciated this. I have always tried to 
keep my political -acts, everything that 
I did as a ruler and a man, in har- 
mony with God's commandments. Much 
turned out differently from what I de- 
sired, but my. conscience is clean. 
The welfare of my people and my em- 
pire was the goal of nvy actions. 

I bear mypersonal fate with resigna- 
tion, for the Lord knows what He does 
and what He Wishes. He knows why 
He subjects me to this test. I shall 
bear éverything with patience'and await 
whatsoever God still holds in store for 
me. 


The only thing that grieves me is the 
fate. of my country and my people. I 
am pained at the hard period of trial 
which my children of the German land 
are undergoing, which I—obliged to live 
in foreign parts—cannot suffer . with 
them. That is the sword thrust which 
piercee through my soul; that is what 
is bitter.to me, Here in solitude I still 
feel and think solely for the German 
people, still wonder how’ I can ‘better 
matters and help with enlightenment 
and counsel. 


Nor can bitter criticism ever lessen 
my love for my land and people. I re- 
main faithful to the Germans, no mat- 
ter how each individual German may 
now stand with regard to me. To those 
who stand by me in misfortune as they 
stood in prosperity; I am grateful—they 


homesickness for my beloved. German 
home, And I can respect those who, 
impelled by honest convictions, array 
themselves against me; as for the rest, 
let them look to justifying themselves 
to God, their consciences and ‘history. 

They will not succeed in separating 
me from the Germans. Always I can 
look upon country and people solely as 
one whole. They remain to me what 
they were when I said on the occasion 
of the opening of the Reichstag on the 
ist--of August, 1014, in tHe Imperial 
Palace: ‘“‘I know no more of parties; 
I know only Germans.”’~

Another activity of the General Staff

German 
cities, ‘reported to the Foreign Office .by 
the General Staff—all quite imaginary. 
The German ultimatum to Belgium, ‘de- 
livered on Aug. 2; gave as a reason for 
the. demand for passage of German 
troops -‘‘reliable information ’’ of the 
projected advance of French troops: on 
the Belgian Meuse. This declaration to 
the Belgians on Aug. 2 bad been ‘writ- 
ten by Moltke a week earlier, July 26, 
two days even before the Austrians had 
declared war on Serbia, and while the 
Kaiser was still at sea; and the French 
troop. movements described were actu- 
ally- ordered only. on Ang. 18, eighteen 
days after Moltke had predicted them, 
when ‘the Germans ‘had-already taken 
Liége. The Kaiser, in his letter of Aug. 
10,1914, to: President -Wilson, referred 
to this as “ knowledge *’ of the’ French 
troop -movements; on second thought 
the Kaiser struck out the word “ know!l- 
edge’ and substituted “‘‘ news.” He 
seems to have known his General :Staff 
pretty well. This presumably was an 
‘“opinion on the military measures nec- 
essary in the. service of a political 
policy.” 

After this surprising account of the 
political impotence of the General Staff 
one is pleased to find William assuring 
us that ‘‘we Germans try to convince 
our opponents with the-weapon of truth 
as well as with other weapons,’’ “‘ Other 
weapons”’ is: right. So we ~have “the 
curious account of German propaganda. 
It appears from -William’s explanation 
that (1). ‘‘to us Gérmans such an in- 
strument. of insincerity,’ distortion and 
hypocrisy is not pleasing; we'try to con- 
vince our opponents with the weapon’ of 
truth ’’—that is to say, we are too noble 
to take ‘to propaganda. (2) ‘‘ We could 
not have developed a propaganda on 4 
large scale like that of our enemies dur- 
ing the war fog the very reason that 
they had no foes in their rear, whereas 


We ‘were: surrounded ’*—that is, we had’ 


no. opportunity to employ: propaganda. 
And (3) “‘ most Germans haye not. the 
gift to fit:a scheme of propaganda to. 
the ° different. nationalities upon. which 
it is .supposed to work ’'—that is, we 
did the best we could, but we were too 
clumsy to convince anybody. 


In-This He Is Right. 


With., this: dast statement everybody 
will agree. The zealous ¢éfforts which 
Germany expended on every one of the 
allied peoples, to. say nothing of the 
neutrals, were effective only for a mo- 
ment in Italy—Caporetto was sodn 
blotted out of remembrance by thé 
national recovery of the Winter 
and. Spring—and in. Russia, where many 
other factors: Ient aid to the German 
efforts. Americans: who remember the 
futile diligence of the Germans and their 
sympathizers’ here will be inclined ‘to 
feel that for once Willian’ has told the 
truth—‘“ most’. Germans. haye not . the 
gift.” * . 

“The life of nations {s ‘regulated 
simply and solely by the néeds of na- 
tiong.’’. As the Germans said in defend- 
ing: the invasion. of Belgium; ‘! Not 
kennt kein: Gebot’’—necessity knows no 
law.

The plan for Germany’s new Treasury 
bills has not yet been published in de- 
tail.

The 
new bills will not be backed by Reichs- 
bank gold, but probably by part of. the 
export duties which, since most exports 
are invoiced in high currencies, could 
provide a high-currency cover. 


The “Gold Treasury Bills.” 


The plan of issuing gold Treasury bills 
is’ described by many bankers as the in- 
evitable corollary to last week’s pro- 
hibition against ‘buying dollars for 
hoarding. It is intended that the bills 
should provide means of investment 
which, would protect’ small savings 
against further. depreciation of the 
paper mark. Although the new gold 
bills are not a circulating currency, it 
is admitted that they might lead the 
way to creation of a real- circulating 
currency on a gold basis. 

Karl Melchior, partner of Max War- 
burg, writes optimistically on this point, 
stating that the mark should be stabil- 
ized in value at 2,000 tothe dollar. 
Business circles, however, prefer the 
lowest.and latest rate of dollar exchange 
as the basis of stabilization. - It is point- 
ed out that if the present paper infla- 
tion were to cease, Germany could. 
‘easily put her whole present circulation 
on a gold basis without preliminary de- 
‘flation. 

This possibility arises from the fact 
that the mark’s gold value on exchange 
has fallen much more rapidly than the 
amount of paper’ circulation has. risen; 
wherice the aggregate gold value of the 
circulation has been constantly shrink- 
ing. ‘The Reichsbank’s entire note ‘cir- 
culation of Oct. 7 was worth only $152,- 
000,000 at the exchange rate of Oct. 17, 
whereas the Reichsbank’s present gold 
reserve of 1,005,000,000 marks is worth 
$238,000,000. From this it is ied that 
Germany already has enough’ gold in 
hand to secure fully a note circulation 
100 per cent.-larger than that which now 
exists provided the. redeemable value of 
the mark were to be stabilized at ex- 
isting seenee rates.
